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Milwaukee police Chief Ed Flynn on Monday lauded faith and community leaders 
for curbing violence Sunday night during unrest after the police shooting of a black 
man on Saturday

“I saw in many instances people preaching 
on street corners, counseling small groups of 
individuals. A number of individuals spoke 
at the vigil, which easily could have been an 
excuse to incite, but rather there were con- 
sistent calls for calm, discussion and peaceful 
change,” Flynn said. 

Flynn confirmed, however, a significant lev- 
el of violence toward police. In addition to the 
well-documented rock-throwing by Sunday 
night’s mob, officers have also been met with 
gunfire since the shooting sparked outrage. 

“It certainly appears there are people who 
are willing to shoot at [police] without con- 
cern of whether they injure or kill them,” 
Flynn said. “... We do have people who are 
recklessly firing firearms generally and clearly 
some of them are firing at police.” 

The result has been slower and more cau- 
tious crowd-control efforts. 


“We recognize in so doing we make our- 
selves targets,” Flynn said. “In some ways, we 
become the focal point. But better us the fo- 
cal point than innocent community members 
or stores being set on fire. So, we accept the 
risk that engaging makes us the target.” 

Flynn cast blame on some Chicago-based 
activists representing the Revolutionary 
Communist Party, who apparently organized 
young people to take to the streets and march 
on the then-barricaded District 7 police sta- 
tion, which received a number of threats. 

“The [group] showed up, and actually 
they’re the ones who started to cause problems 
leading into evening by marching and trying to 
take over Sherman [Boulevard] and Burleigh 
[Street],” Flynn said. “That was about 11:30 at 
night. We made it to 11:30 in the evening, and 
we had these characters show up ...” 

In addressing the police shooting of Sylville 


Smith, Flynn said Smith, 23, was shot about 
20 seconds after a traffic stop for a “suspicious 
vehicle.” Flynn announced that an autopsy re- 
port confirmed the police’s preliminary infor- 
mation that indicated Smith was shot in the 
chest and arm, refuting rumors that he could 
have been shot in the back. 

The palpable anger seen in crowds on the 
north side of Milwaukee, Flynn said, isn’t 
rooted in the facts of Smith’s death. 

“Regardless of the factors of this situation, 
clearly there was an undertone of tension 
that erupted in violence, whether the shoot- 
ing turned out to be completely justified or 
whether it wasn’t,” he said. 

An 1 8 -year-old man was shot and wounded 
during Sunday night’s unrest. 

The problems began Saturday afternoon 
after a black police officer shot and killed a 
black man after a traffic stop. Police say Smith 
was fleeing and had a stolen handgun when he 
was shot; they say bodycam footage clearly 
shows him holding the weapon. 

Gov Scott Walker on Sunday put the Na- 
tional Guard on standby but as of Monday 
afternoon no members had been deployed. 


Fourteen people were arrested. Three police 
officers and four sheriff’s deputies were hurt. 

The Wisconsin Department of Justice 
is investigating Smith’s death, as required 
by state law for police-involved shootings. 
Milwaukee mayor Tom Barrett said he hoped 
the officer’s body camera video could be 
released soon. 

Police cited Smith’s “lengthy criminal re- 
cord” as they identified him. Online court 
records showed a range of offenses that were 
mostly misdemeanors. In a more serious case. 
Smith was accused in a shooting last year and 
charged with recklessly endangering safety a 
felony 

The anger at Milwaukee police is not new 
and comes as tension between black com- 
munities and law enforcement has ramped 
up across the nation, resulting in protests and 
the recent ambush killings of eight officers in 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana and Dallas. 

Nearly 40 percent of Milwaukee’s 600,000 
residents are black, and they are heavily con- 
centrated on the north side.

Planning a Divvy ride? 
Remember these don’ts 


In Chicago, there is 
nothing quite like a 
leisurely bike ride on 
a warm summer day 
The sun on your face, 
the breeze in your 
hair— er, helmet. And 
with Diwy nearly 
anyone can enjoy the 
perks of bicycle trans- 
portation. 

While most bike 
veterans know the ins 
and outs of pedaling 
through the city, thousands of tourists and 
first-time Diwy riders don’t always follow 
the rules of the road (surprise, surprise). For 
every Diwy do, there’s a Diwy don’t, so here 
are five disappointments to avoid. 

DON’T blow through 
stop signs and traffic lights. 

Because, you know, pedestrians and every- 
thing. I can’t even count the number of times 
I’ve been nearly mowed down by a delin- 
quent (*cough* ass-hat *cough*) bike rider 
while crossing the street. 

Do you not think that large red sign with 
the letters S.T.O.P. applies to you? What 
about the blazing red light hanging above the 
intersection? You must think that when you 
see a row of idle vehicles next to you, that 
means it’s time to start pedaling. Well it’s not, 
you bozo. 

I don’t care how many wheels you’re sport- 
ing, traffic regulations apply to you too. 

DON’T take your Divvy bike 
on expressways. 

For your safety and the safety of the people 
in the cars around you, PLEASE avoid taking 
your Diwy bike on Lake Shore Drive, the 
Dan Ryan or any other fast-moving (but usu- 
ally completely bumper-to-bumper because 
Chicago traffic) expressway Nothing says 
“newbie” like cycling down the side of an 
interstate on a rented bike. And yes, some 
people have actually done this. 


DON’T take your Divvy bike 
on the CTA. 

Earth to Diwy riders — that’s not how this 
whole thing works. Diwy is supposed to 
help you travel the distance between CTA 
stations, not the other way around. Your 
30 -minute Diwy clock may be ticking, but 
you can’t just take the bike for an express trip 
on a train or bus to get it to a docking station 
quicker. Your fare to ride the CTA is 25 cents 
MORE than what your Diwy late fee would 
be for not docking it in time. 

Bring a Diwy bike on the CTA and you’ll 
turn heads and catch stink-eyes. Trust me. 

DON’T ride on the sidewalk. 

What, you can’t seem to pedal and maneuver 
your ENORMOUS Diwy bike with ease on a 
busy crowded sidewalk? I wonder why (*sigh*) 
Get off your damn bike and walk it on the 
sidewalk, you nincompoop. Or better yet, try 
riding it in the street where you’re meant to. 
And don’t you dare tell me to get out of YOUR 
way when you’re riding against the flow of 
pedestrian traffic. On. An. Effing. Sidewalk. 

If you’d studied up at all, you’d know Chicago 
law prohibits you from riding on the sidewalk 
unless it’s a designated bike route. So there. 

DON’T weave in and out 
of traffic. 

If you’d like to live to ride another day. I’d 
advise AGAINST taking surprise turns in 
front of the cars and buses with which you’re 
sharing the road. Just saying. Weaving in and 
out of traffic is incredibly dangerous and com- 
pletely unpredictable. And according to Diwy 
you definitely want to “be predictable.” 

Chicago traffic isn’t some labyrinth you’ve 
been tasked with navigating. Use your hand 
signals when you’re turning, don’t ride dis- 
tracted, avoid the “door zone” and, gosh darn 
it, enjoy the heck out of yourself

CHICAGOAN PREPARES TO SOAR 
IN WINDSUIT COMPETITION

‘All right, Fm gonna strap myself into this giant straight] acket and throw 
myself out of an airplane.” That’s how Chicagoan Joe Ridler described 
his initial reaction to wingsuit racing, and it’s only a slight exaggeration. 







Wingsuit piloting is a form of skydiving 
where athletes wear a suit akin to a flying 
squirrel— no, really The suit is made of nylon 
with fabric connecting the arms and legs that 
inflates with the air pressure from the fall. 
Ridler, a 35-year-old Pilsen resident, describes 
it as “flying a giant inflatable mattress.” 

It seems like a strange hobby to have, but 
the idea of flying has stuck with Ridler since he 
was a kid growing up in Minnesota. Describing 
himself as a “kid your mom warned you about,” 
Ridler said he and his friends were young 
adrenaline junkies, cliff-jumping and getting 
into situations that could have caused all kinds 
of bodily harm. 

Inspired by “Top Gun,” he aspired to be a 
fighter pilot— and who doesn’t, after watch- 
ing that movie? But after he discovered he 
was partially color-blind, those dreams were 
unceremoniously crushed. He then discovered 
BASE jumping, and after writing that off as 
“too dangerous,” he took up wingsuit racing. 

“It was a different way of bringing that pas- 
sion to life,” Ridler said. “It’s like drag racing 
in the sky” 

Now, wingsuit piloting is more than a hobby 
Ridler will compete in the second annual Wing- 
suit Flying National Championships from 
Aug. 21-25 in Rochelle, 111 . His first trip out of a 
plane in the “squirrel suit” was only three years 
ago, but he is already competing on the nation- 
al level with international aspirations. 

To even qualify to begin wingsuit training, 
skydivers must complete 200 jumps. 

“This is not for the novice skydiver,” said 
Randy Connell, director of competition and 
records for the U.S. Parachute Association. 
The organization sanctioned competitive 
wingsuit racing only last year. 

The championships in Rochelle are broken 
up into two events: performance flying, in 
which one wingsuit pilot is judged for longest 
flight time, farthest distance flown and fastest 
horizontal speed; and acrobatic flying, where

a pair of pilots perform various stunts, which 
Ridler described as “dance routine as you’re 
falling through the sky” 

Ridler participates only in solo events. 

“I just like to go fast,” he said. “I don’t want 
to have to memorize anything.” 

During a solo competition, each jump cor- 
responds to a task: speed, distance or time. 
Three jumps, one for each task, comprise one 
round of competition. 

The data for each jump is recorded by a GPS 
unit in each athlete’s helmet; that information 
is used to determine the scores. Whoever per- 
forms best in a given category is given 100 per- 
cent, and each person decreasing from there 
gets a slightly smaller percentage. All three 
scores are then averaged to determine the win- 
ning pilot. 

To prepare for competition, Ridler spends 
most of his weekends jumping out in Rochelle. 
On an average weekend, he will complete up 
to 15 jumps. Each attempt allows him to learn 
something new about his technique, as he 


takes notes on each jump. 

“I have to get myself in the right mental 
state to perform well,” he said of his pre-jump 
preparation. “I only think about what I need 
to succeed.” 

In addition to skydiving as often as possible, 
staying in shape is a necessity 

“It’s your entire body not even just your up- 
per body” Ridler said. “Even something as small 
as keeping your toes pointed out can be the dif- 
ference in how well you perform.” 

Connell can attest to how grueling jumps 
can be on wingsuit athletes, some of whom 
have compared a flight to holding a plank or a 
half push-up for four minutes, which sounds an 
awful lot like torture. 

“Picture putting your hand out of the car 
window and pushing against the wind going 
85 miles per hour,” Connell said. “Now, double 
that wind speed and multiply it across your en- 
tire body That’s what wingsuit pilots feel.” 

As if that wasn’t hard enough in perfect 
conditions, given the temperamental Chicago 
weather, the competition might be an unpleas- 
ant experience for athletes at best and down- 
right impossible at worst. 

‘Any turbulence dramatically affects your 
flight,” Ridler said. “The weather is always a gi- 
ant variable.” 

Safety is a top priority for the athletes, of 
course, as you could imagine when they decide 
to hurl themselves out of an aircraft. But for 
Ridler, as long as he prioritizes his safety he 
knows he’U make it to the ground in one piece. 

“People don’t believe me when I tell them 
you have a better chance of dying from being 
hit by a bus on the way to work than from sky- 
diving,” he said. Even his mom and grandmoth- 
er came around to the idea of wingsuit piloting 
once they saw the happiness it brought him. 

“People are afraid of what they don’t under- 
stand,” Ridler said. “The reward definitely out- 
weighs the risk for me.”

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should come as no surprise. The nation has a 
reputation as a gay-friendly country Gay mar- 
riage became legal there in 2013, and same-sex 
couples earned the right to adopt children in 
2010. 

But since the LGBT community has gained 
more rights in the past decade, backlash has 
developed. Evangelical conservatives have 
gained a stronger foothold in the countr/s 
Congress. Of more concern, violence against 
and murder of LGBT citizens has increased 
in the past decade, especially against trans- 
gender citizens. 

As the Olympics help Brazil promote toler- 
ance, LGBT citizens in the country are grow- 
ing more fearful and hope these Olympics can 
help create a more inclusive atmosphere. 

“I feel it every day” said Filipe Techera, a 
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in Brazil in 2014, according to the Human 
Rights Campaign, a number some analysts 
think could be low Meanwhile, Transgender 
Europe, which tracks murders of transgen- 
der people around the world, said Brazil led 
the world in homicides against transgender 
people from 2008 to April 2016 with 845. The 
second country on the list, Mexico, had 245. 

Toni Reis, president of the Brazilian LGBT 
rights organization Dignity Group, said sev- 
eral factors likely contributed to the rise in 
violence, such as better reporting of violence 
against LGBT people. But Reis said under- 
lying homophobia exists in Brazilian culture 
and government. 

“Growing religious intolerance is certainly 
another factor contributing to LGBT-phobic 
attitudes and acts,” Reis said. “This intolerance 
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because you are wrong.” 

Conservative lawmakers have blocked leg- 
islation that would have increased punish- 
ment for hate crimes and would punish those 
who discriminate against LGBT citizens. 

Across Brazil, including in Rio, some LGBT 
people say they feel less safe than they did a 
few years ago. Joao Tapioca, a gay resident of 
Rio who works for a city councilman, said he 
was planning to sign up for a self-defense class 
after an acquaintance, a student named Andre 
Colares, was murdered by a teenager leaving a 
party in July PoHce discovered Colares dead 
with his pants lowered and his eyes pierced 
with toothpicks, according to Globo. 

Rio is considered one of the more desirable 
places to Live if you are LGBT, but it has its 
dangers. The favelas and the suburbs of Rio 
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a nwre gay oiixfic and 1 think, 'llmm. I'm 
leaving home at 10 p.m., maybe I should have 
an Uber come to my door so as not to suffer 
any violence— verbal, physical or any kind,’ ” 
Techera said. “Every day you need to think 
about it.” 

This is why the Olympics have been an im- 
portant moment for LGBT citizens of Rio. 
They swelled with pride when LeaT, a famous 
transgender model, led the Brazilian team in 
the parade of nations during the opening cer- 
emony 

“[That sent] a strong message to society 
that transgendered people have the same 
rights as anyone else and that they must be 
respected,” Reis said. 

That’s also why it was important to see mo- 
ments like Cerullo and Enya’s engagement 
and Silva’s coming out. 

“These events do have an impact on soci- 
ety,” Tapioca said. “I believe when average 
citizens see Olympic athletes, especially gold 
medalists, coming out or having their love 
story pubUcly displayed, they start seeing it as 
something normal.”
